Itcsiilts is Death of TV In EnKlund- 
Ituttleti In Clouds IteNiilt In Three 
Machines OrasUng Down UH 
BrttbhtlMMt, 

London, May 26— Death-dealing at- 
tacks made by 16 German aircraft 
yesterday, resulting In the killing of 
seoi es of womcn and children and fol- 
ioHcd by battles In the clouds between 
British and enemy iilaiies, marked the 
bloodiest Teutonic aerial attack on 
England since the war's opening. De- 
tails were revealed today In odmlr- 
nlty and home defense statements.
